Vitamin Treatment for Hives 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
ANYBODY who has ever had a 
really severe case of hives or urti­ 
caria will welcome news of any 
treatm ent which promisea quick 
and sure relief. 
Hives cause the skin to break 
out in 
red, 
blotchy swellings, 
which itch like mosquito bites and 
sting like nettles. Sometimes, of 
course, there may be only a few of 
these swellings but in many cases 
they are enormous in size and 
cover the whole body with the re­ 
sult that where they last for three 
or four days, as they may often 
do, the patient is ready to scream 
with irritation.

Hard to Find Cause 
# 
It is not easy to treat hives by 
getting a t their cause and elimi­ 
nating it because so many different 
things may produce them. Among 
the known causes are infections, 
sensitivity to certain food* or to 
some substance which comes in 
contact with the skin, glandular 
disturbance 
and nervous disor­ 
ders. In fact, according to Dr. 
Katharine B. Mclnnea of South 
Carolina, no cause at all can be 
found in about one-fourth of all 
cases. 
About two years ago it was sug­ 
gested that hives may be promptly 
relieved in the great majority of 
cases by the use of vitamin K.

For example, one physician, Dr. 
Harvey Black of Montreal, Can­ 
ada, reporter in Southern Medi­ 
cine and Surgery for April, 1946, 
that he treated 305 pat ents over 
a period of four years with vitamin 
K and found that it gave relief in 
about two-thirds of the patients in 
whom all other methods of treat­ 
ment had failed. In many ca<e«, th# 
use of vitamin K prevented recur­ 
rences. If a recurrence did take 
place, repeating the treatment 
cleared up the rash and it did not 
return. 
Ke<«ult of Test 
Dr. Mclnnot has used the vita­ 
min K in 50 patients, with good 
results in three-fourths of them. 
As a rule, the preparation is given 
in tablet form by mouth before 
each meal. No reactions to this 
treatm ent have been noted. 
While vitamin K seems to re­ 
lieve the condition, it does not, of 
course, remove 
the underlying 
cause of the hives. A person who 
has repeated attacks of hives 
might well have a careful study 
made by a physician to determine 
just what substances may he re­ 
sponsible. Knowing this, he may 
avoid such substances or foods. On 
the other hand, it may be impos­ 
sible to learn what food or sub­ 
stances produce the difficulty. In 
such cases, the me of vitamin K 
is of particular value.

Some of Fulbright’s Senate colleagues are less 
charitable. They see the Russian “political m a­ 
turity” aa the ast of pure force and the cynical 
Ignoring of moral right In attaining Its objective*. 
Certainly, western civilization, which so long ago emerged from 
the era of imprisonment of political dissenters and whose citizenry 
has been able to read snd write for many genera’ on*, can scoff at 
E llenburg a observation that the American Intelligentsia has just 
bees bora—presuaaabiy with the missionary aid of Russia.
